When the finance- committee of 
city council plunged into the task of 
shaping the 1933 appropriations ofr- 
dhsance, it saw at a glance that it j 
would be impossible to balance the 
budget.

the situation and offer recommen­ 
dations. 
The committee's 
report, 
suggested salary and wage reduc­
